native country : bug I was, and that cxtrajudicially, ſent into perpetu- 
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all baniſhment, Eleyenchly, Paw, though a priſoner, yet'was not 
forbid to preach-; bur exerciſed: his minifl ry in theprifen; toe!lthat 
c:me unto him» Gur my-mouith; was by Decree forever Ropped; which 
cne afliGion wasto me ,a5s in it ſelfe, lo heavy, as is ſaſficienttotcoun- 
ter. ballance all Paals afiitions Twelfthly, Nor did Paul live to 
know experimentally thoſe ſufferings, which Antichriſt (foretold of 7;..q . 
by him): ſhoald both craftily inyenc, and cruelly. inflict upon Gods £ 
ſervants, in theſe laſt times; which my ſelfe havenow ivedboth to ſee, 
and ſuffer, Antichriſt wasthcn bur a cockatrice inthe egge: but now 
he is broke our, and growneto bea great red dragon. Thirteenthly, 
Panl once by pleading the priviledgeof a Roman, eſcapedthe whip : 
but T, though once by pleading the benefit of a ſubject,-T-obtained 
(which yet coſt meren-pounds )a Prohibition, whereby T was deli.

I, though | had permiſſion by the Courtto make my. defence. mn writ- 
ing, and atthecenſureto (peake for my ſelfe, yer al:was as nothing} 
buc withour'either accuſers, or witneſſes (ſaving only a counterfer in- 
formation in Court, charging many things, bur proving nothing, but 
ferving only for a ſnare, which innocency it ſelfe could not eſcape) I 
under wentthe molt terrible Cenſure thay ever was inflicted in the 
world.

' prey upon her ; yer deliverance ſhall come in the nick - in the - 
Mount will the Lord be feene, and the Church ſhall eſcape, bur 
hardly ; bur whether by flight ( as Revel. x2,) or otherwiſe, thac 
relts only 1n our Great Deliverers hand. This by the way. 

Burt now it is high time to cloſe ic up. For November 15. 16.40. 
being the Lords day, a Bark comes to Guernſey from England with 
friends, and an Order from the Honourable Honſe of Commons for 

- my enlargement, and returne for England. Bleſſed cidings indeed, and 
the more, becauſe it came from a Parliament; and yet more, in that 
it was the Parliaments handſaile, preſenting much good, but promiſing 

. much more. The Newes'filled the Caſtle with joy, and fo theIland. 
The firſt obſervation I made of it, was of the day, on which this ty- 

. dings came. Firſt, I noted ic was the Lords day, which day I had 
mightily propugned and defended, both by preaching and writing 

. againſt the malignant and profane adverſaries of the ſanRiflcation 

- thereof, and of its morality, And when the book for diſpenſation, and 
allowance of ſports on that day, came wich an injunction to be pub- 


hikely read in my Church upon a Lords day ; that very day, in Read 
. of reading of ir ( which I utterly abhorred to doe, as-an abominable 
thing ) Iturned my afternoon preaching into an opening of the fourth 
"Commandement, therein proving the Lords day, to wir the firſt day 
of the week, to ſucceed the ſeventh, or laſt day of the week, both for 
' Sabbath, and SanRtification under the Goſpel. Now the newes and 
"Order for my enlargement comming to me on the Lords day, I took 
it asa gracious reward of mercy from God, whoſe day I had formerly 
ſtood for againſt all the adverſaries thereof. Againe, ſecondly this 
day was the fifteenth day of the month, ro wit Nevember, which was 
 thefirſt day ofthe laft month that made up the three yeares and a halfe 
from the day of my Cenſure ; and ſo was fulfilled chat which 1 ſpake 
before at Coventry, to the ſaid Reverend Miniters, Mr Naltow, and 
Mr:Hwghs, that three yeares and a halfe hence we ſhould meet againe 
and be merry. For June 1 4.1637. was my Cenfare,and IN ovemer 
15.-:1640- was the firſt day of the laſt month that made up three 
\yeares anda halfe:: ſo as the Parliaments Order calling me fo;th of 


.priſoa 
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ptiſon to be preſented beforerhem, ſeemed to me to be that great voice 
frem heaven, ſaying tothe rwo Wirneſſes, after their lying deadrhree 
dayes and a halfe (three yeares and a halfe) unburied, Come'up hi- 
ther. Morcover-l obſerved, that I had cometo Gzery/eyon the fifteenth 
day of the month and three yeares after, on the fifteenth day of the 
. month, taking that month current from the fifceenth day, came my 
releaſe, And the like did my brother Prix of his comming to Jarſey, 
which was on the ſeventeenthday of the month, and his releaſe came. 
to him on the ſeventeenth day ofthe.month : ſo punQtuall is God in - 
doing all things, in number, weight, and meaſure, could we but: 
take a right meaſure of his doings inall the paſſages of his Provyi- 
dence, | | 

On Tucfday the ſeventeenth, the meſſengers came to my brother | 
Prin; ſoas by Thurſday after he came to me to- Gnernſey, where we - 
being feaſted by all the Miniſters there, and moreeſpecially by Mr De- 
lamarch at his houſe, and my ſelfe by fome worthy Merchants m the 
Towne : we were no ſooner ready to ſet faile, but the wind eameabout 
| for us to goe for Exgland. And here ] cannot omit to obſerve the. 

ſweet Providence of God, in bringing our friends from Loxdoy fo - 
proſperouſly. They came on Thurſday from London to Southampton, 
the next day they provided a Bark, the while the wind was oppoſite, . 
but Saturday morning, the fourteenth, they being ready, the wind 
came about and broughtthem the next day to Guernſey. They ſtaid' 
not one day for the wind in comming, nor we for going for England. 
On Saturday the 21: about two of the clock in the aſternoone, taking 
our leave ofthe worthy Lievtenant, and the reſt, we ſer ſaile for Eng- 
land; where the wind, by a-gentle gale, broughtus the nextday at | 
night, being the Lords day, toarrive. And here againe I obſerve two 
ſpeciall pafiages of the divine Providence, Firſt, thatthe wind blow- - 
ing flack, and the night comming on, and we. being now-diſtant from - 
from the maine land three or feure leagues, ſo asthe maſter was ſome<« 
what perplexed for want of wind 7 we encouraged him, and'thete-.-. 
upon all our company went into the hold, and-fell to fing'Pſalmes » - 
Wee had no ſooner begun to fing, bur preſently the wind began ro-- 
whiſtle up, ſo that we might hearethe Bark'to rowſe through the-. 
wayes:. we continued our finging, aud the wind contimied his blews= : 
ing, until! juſt as we bad done ſinging, 'the maſter had caſt-anchor, _ 
we tot knowing jt, till we'came upon the deck, for 'which we'blefs: - 
ſed .OUT God. The ſecond Circumſtance.was, that. in-the yery fame--- 


place,., 
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place, .where I had parted laſt from Exg1anz, did our Bark: now caſt 

2nchor for England, God fo diſpoſing it by his wind. And this was | 

In the mouth of Dartmouth, where leaving our Bark ro goe for Sorrh- 

hampton with our Stuffe, we lodged in Dartmouth that night, con- 

, cluding and refreſhing our long Pilgrimage with che cloſe of the Sab- 
baticall reſt of that day. 

The next day, being courteouſly entertained of fome of the beſt of 
the Towne, who alſo provided us horſes, being nine or ten in company, 
we haſtened for Loydox ; and came that night to Exceter,within night, 
where we ſaw thefaces of many religiouspeople, who moi lovingly 
entreated us, many of them accompanying us the next day cur of the 
City. Werodethe next day to Lime, wherecomming, though ſonic- 
what lateintheevening, we were kindly entertained by the reverend 
and godly Miniſter there, Mr Geere, and by a worthy Juſtice of che 
Peace, Thence weſer forward the next morning before day, haſtening 
to cometo the LeQure at Dorcheſter, which we did ;z being there rc 
freſhcd both in ſoule and body, where we were ſaluted,and entertained 
by many worthy Chriſtians. After dinner the ſame day we rode on 
our journey, lodging 2t a private Towne betweetie Dorcheſter-and 
Salubury, The next day we dined at Salubury , where we viſited 
Mr Thatcher, areverend and laborious Miniſter there, butyery ſickly 
at thattime, and fince deceaſed: whence inthe afcernoone, being ac- 
companied by ſundry good Chriſtiansin the City, we rodeto Andover 
that night, being in the way met by ſundry good Chriſtians of that 
Towne, whoentertained us very courtgouſly, and accompanied us on 
in our journey the next day ; on which, being Friday, we reached to 
Eghamcthar night, being mer by the way, before we came at Bagsho, 
by many of our loving friends and neighbours of London, and eſpeci+ 
ally my Friday-ftreet neighbours, wy old Pariſhioners; and when we 
were not farrepaſt Bagshot, we were met by my moſt loving and dear 
wife, who came accompahicd with many loving friends, and worthy 
Citizens of London; among whom was that moſt affeQionare friend, 
Mr Willmghaws, and his loving wife, who came with my wite in the 
Coatch, which he had provided for that purpoſe. What expreſſions 
of joy and love there wereat-our meeting, cannot be expreſſed. Well, 
to Eghans weeamein thecloſe of the day , where every houſe OK” 
forth light, to, lightus co.our lodging, where we were meft nobly.

Of che whole traine, conſiſting of rwoor three hundred, many 
went out of Egham, not without their branches of Roſemary and 
Bayes, as Enſignes of the wedding : inſomuch as all the way as wee 
rode, the poore people brought forth wholebaskets of Roſemary and 
Bayes, to furniſh every one in the traine, which continually was cn- 


- creaſcd by the way. Atevery Towne the Bells wererung as we paſled 


through, the ſtreets be.ng ſtrowed with people to ſee our faces, But by 
the way Iobſerved the Sunneribng with anextraordinary brightneſle 
by reaſon of che ciearneſle of the ayre, the whole skie notwithſtanding 
being covered over from fideto fide round about with one entire cloud, 
as it were a ſeamleſle mantle or yaile upon the whole hemiſpheare,only 
the Sunne unclouded ; Bur till as the Sunne mounted higher and 
higher, this mantle or clould did by degrees draw back, and give way 
tothe Sunne, and fo paſſed before it, uncillthe cloud did, by degrees, 
wholly yaniſh, as driven away by the Sunnes brightnefſe, withour 
the leaſt breath of wind to cauſe itſo topaſſe away. This was obſerved 
alſo by many in the company ; ſo as, though it were the-end of No- 
vember, yet after the Sunne had chaſed away the cloud which fled be- 
fore it, never was therea day in Somer more cleare, more bright, more 
ſweet and comforable thenthat was. And it was the more to be ob. 
ſerved, becauſe all thedayes in our journey, from our firſt landing, 
were much clouded, :nd thickned with miſts or ſogs, only begining 
tocleare up as we approached to Egham, whereour friends met us. So 
as the extraordinatineſie of this dayes brightneſſe and;beauty , fo 
cleared up as before, made ſome impreflion in my miade of a ſweet 
and glorious Cay, or time, which the Sun of righteouſneſle, arifing 


' over Ergland, which healing under his wings, was now about to pro- 


curefor us, after once that black cloud which hanged oyer the Land,
